both Empires will have their Securities ; and thus 
the Peace being made upon a good Foot, will bé 
-durable,

Hamburgh, Pcb. 4. Yetterday M. Pouffin ge- 
ceived Difpatches from Sweden, which he fent for- 
ward to the Court of France. According to the 
laft Advices from Schonen, the King of Sweden 
continues to make pase Preparations for attempt- 
ing an Invafion of Zealand, in cafe the Frof cn- 
dure, and the Ice be ftrong enough to pals over;
